Radio 
Rivadh, sounding through a transistor set at 
the next table; switched from music to read- 
ings from the Koran 

“Salaat! Salaat! Prayer time!" shouted a 
freen-lurbaned sitawwa',or religious police- 
man. He ropped loudly on shutters to speed 
closing for the evening devotions. When, 
moments bater, the muezzin called from the 
minaret, the streets were deserted. 


Daring Raid Launches a Nation 


At the turn of the century. Rivadh was a 
amial town administered by the powerful 
Rashid family The traditional rulers; the 
Saud fannly, smoldered in exile in Rauswart. 
On a cold moonless night in Januury, 1902, 
a small, bole expedition, led by 21-vear-old 
“Abd al-Agiz ibn “Abd al-Rahman Al Faisal 
Al Sa‘wed, set out to regain the cisputed capital, 

‘Abd al-"Aziz and 40 followers shipped into 
a pal grove just outside the town, With six 
of his men, he ecrmmbled over Rivadh's high 
muld-brick walls, He quictlhy opened the cates 
to the rest. of his band. They hid throughout 
the night. drinking colfee and eating dates. 
They slept a little, and praved 

Next morning, they attacked Emir ‘Ajlan 
as he emerzec from his fortress with his body- 
puis Though outnumbered two lo one bv 
the emir's guarcs, they won the short, fierce 
battle and the town of Riyadh. The seed of 
the Saudi pation wis sawn 

A decade after re-establishing the house af 
salud in Kivadh, voung ‘Abd al-Agziz had 
consolidated most of central Arabia. In 1912 
he founder the first of many cooperative 
farming communities of [AJreaen, or Breth- 
ren. These colonies offerec] the Bedouin a 
more stable life and provided ‘Abd al-"Aniz 


with a ready supply of loyal, zealous soldiers. 

The following vear the rising desert leader 
drove the Turks from the Eastern Province 
By 1921 he had annexed the southem hizh- 
lands of the “Asir. Mecca and Al Hija bad 
fallen to him by 1925, ‘Abed al-Azi now con- 
trolled most of the peninsula anc was jor 
claimed king. In 1932 his new nation sssurmec 
its present name, Saucli Arabio 


Wives Still Live in Old King's Palace 


As the empire of “Abd al-Agiz urew, so did 
his capital. After World War I, on the tide 
of ail prosperity, Riyadh overflowed its walls 
and bargeoned into a desert metropolis of 
more than 170,000 people 

Cyne dav in Rivadh, Soliman and 1 drove 
aiong the high pmk walls of the famous Nn- 
servah Palace built by former King Saud. As 
the oldest surviving son of ‘Abd al-‘Aziz, he 
became king when his father died in 1953, 
(Both were known in their times simply as 
Tbn Sa‘ud.) Until he was deposed in 1904, the 
son reigned here insplendorand extravagance 

“Scores af his wives and ex-wives live-in 
the palace with their children and servants,” 
said Soliman, “Would you like to go inside?” 

The mile-square palace complex was a city 
within a city, complete with mosques, schools, 
shops, and plaverounds. Rows of sumptuous 
Villas lined the four-lane avenue leading to 
the giant pink reception hall. A few black 
Cadillacs passer ws, their passengers hidden 
behind windows of one-way gluse 

Otherwise it was quiet. The pamt of some 
of the buildings was beginning to blister: 
here and there oleander and bougainvillea 
were droving up, untended, Electric traffic 
lights at once-busy corners blinked no more. 

By contrast, Saudi Arabia's present ruler, 
So'ud'’s half-brother King Faisal, lives a sim- 
ple life in the same modest palace he occupied 
for years a= foreign minister, His only wife, 
Emira Dfat, though never seen in public, 
warks behind the sceres to better the place 
of women in the kingdom. 

I waited for my audience with King Faisal 
at his new ultramodern office building, the 
Qasr ar-Rivaasa (literally, the “Palace of the 
Premiership’). Promptly at 4 pum. sirens an- 
nounced the arrival of His Majesty 


Enlightened monarch of 6,640,000 subjects, King Fosal ibn “Abd alAgir Al Satu 
specks bo shepherd his desert domain into the 2th century, While still in his teens, Faisal 
fought besitle his father to unify Arabia, Later he traveled widely in the West and led 
saudi delegations to the United Nations before succeeding his half-brother on the throne 
in 64. Here in his garden in Riyadh, Saudi Arahia’s roval capital, His Majesty wears 
traditional mbes topped by a gold-wrapped agal, or headband, 
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n handful of pistachios altmost impossible. 
Labels on the “Persian” carpets showed thes 
were woven in Italy. Half a block away bull- 
dozers were knocking down walls for a cross- 
lown expressway 

Later [followed o bevy of water-bearers 
lif} a narrow street, past a precariously lean 
ing minaret, to the heart of the old cite. T had 
a mudmorning appointment with Sheik Mo- 
hiiwtnmerd Nassif, ascholar who bore the noble 
title of sharil, at the Mouse With The Tree 

Even in the labyrinth of tall stone houses in 
Jicdeia's old city (pages 16-17), Sheik Moham- 
mcd'= home was easy to find. The spreading 
greenery of a mant Indian neem tree, a close 
relative of the chinaberry, shaded his ¢ceor- 
way antl rose tothe tool of his five-story man- 
sion, Sheik Mohammed, heavv-set hut still 
apry it 90, met tut on the frent steps. He 
wore @ spotless white turban, and a white 
suit cont over hrs robe,

Long retired from office, the old sage now 
divides his time between his Pnencds and-his 
books. In his-cozy first-floor study, bookcuses 
lining the wall from floor to ceiling louse Jid- 
da‘: finest private library. Over small glasses 
af mint-favored tea, we talked about his tree

Poundreds of 
spacious Villas were springing. up, framed hr 
green wardens and shaded with billowime 
lumurisks, pines, and eucalyptus. Sheik Ain- 
hammind'’s tree was oo longer alone 

That evening | Was te attend a Saudi wed 
ding. Leaving the hotel, [ checked my-wrist- 
watch. Specrilly made inswitzerland for the 
Arabian market, it has two dmls and tour 
hands. Reckoning Arabic time is simple 
enouwh. The cay begins officially at sunset, 
which is adlwavs 12 o'clock. This puts eon 
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Today Arameo handles more than two mil- 
lion barrel« a day, putting Saudi Arabia sec- 
ond only to Kuwnoit among Middle East oil 
producers. Beneath the Saudi sands lie an esti- 
mited 60 billion burrels of proven reserves. 

Dhahran, the capital af the Arameo com- 
plex and home of 1,100 of its senior staff 
members, a centrally air-conditioned town. 
Cooling stations pump chilled air through 
conduits to the homes of the company's-em- 
plovees, Green lawns and well-wuatered! gar- 
dens nearly hide the bungalows lining the 
palm-shacted streets that curve from the mod- 
ern supermarket up past the library, the 
éwimming pool, and the Little League base- 
ball field) Dhahran today looks more like a 
sedate suburb of Phoenix, Arizona, thain an 
“i! boomtown, 


“Boninga Telecast in English ond Arabic 


Dhahran Television, H#-22-TV, broael- 
casts daly in Arabic. Koran readings open 
the evening program. Most popular are wres- 
ling matches and the Fay ptian movies an the 
late show, Arabic dialogue is dubbed in on 
“Bonanza”; English-speaking viewers listen 
by radio to the original sound track, browel- 
cist sitnultaneously by Arameo's radio station. 

Much of Aramco's success in Saudi Atabia 
has bern a result of its excellent relations with 
the Saudi people, Aramecd president Themas 
Barger told me: We talked in Arameo's cieam- 
ing glass-and-alumimnum headquarters build- 
ing in Dhahran. 

“The geoloviet felt al home out on the 
sands,” he said. “There was.o sort of spiritual 
bond between ws and our Becloum guides. We 
both loved the simple life anc the freedum 
of the desert. (0 course as our operations 
grew und thiusands of American workers 
arrived with their families, relations became 
more complex. We had te work at it.” 

"We'we built trainine centers ancl reowels 
and we guarantee home loans for our Saudi 
workers,” interjected Homer Mueller, head of 
Arameco's Policy and Planning Staff “Our 
Medical Center is as up to date a5 any in the 
Middle East.” 

“Hut our cultural exchange is ever more 
important, ir. Barger added. “Most busi- 
ness is Conducted bilingually. Americans are 
given time off from work to study Arabic; 


some 140 young Saudi emplovees are being 
trained in U.S. and Middle Eastern «chools 
ind colleges in Aramco. programs.” | 

Aramco’s good-will campaign often touches 
subtle areas. During the Moslem fasting 
month of Ramadan, the firm shortens its 
working bears. Once, it turned over one of its 
cooks to the roval kitchen im Rivadh, Every 
day it wrestles into Arabic such technical oil 
terms as “fractionator reflux accumulator.” 
By truck, plane, and motor launch | toured 
Aramco’s. far-flung complex. Twenty. miles 
oul on the gulf, aboard Safaniva rig No. |, 
two crews worked around the clock in 12-hour 
shifts (pare 29), 1 sipped coffee with some of 
the Saudi crillers. Former farmers, Bedouin, 
fishermen, they were oilmen now. 

“It's a completely different wav of life for 
us,” siticl Ali ibn Isa al-Mafhacd. “At first, 
working for the company was ashock: strange 
clothes, a thousand things to learn—and reg- 
ular hours. Wa-faoot! To become aslave to the 
clock! But regular hours mean regular pay. 

“Tweed to dive for pearls 1 was dangerous 
work—seasonal too—and my split of the 
pearls wits small. Now [ earn as much in a 
month os 1 did in a year. Next vear, Allah 
Willing, Tl buy my own house” 


Bedouin Bring Rumors of Giant Meteorite 


Three hundred miles south of Dhahran, 
Aramco's seismographic crews were mapping 
the underground structures af promising 
future ol reservours:in Ar Rab’ al Khali | was 
determined to visit this windswept wilderness 
Whose name, literally, means “the Empty 
Quarter” —especially after talking with young 
James Muandaville. Jim, a second-generation 
Arameon, had grown up in Arabia and loved 
it. He spoke excellent Arabic and knew Bed- 
ouin dialects as well, 

"The Redoutn haye talked for vears about 
a chunk of iron near a crater at Al Hadicdah, 
halfway inte the Empty Quarter,” éaid Jim. 
“They say it's the size of a camel's hump. 
Some of our exploration teams have visited 
the craters; they saw three of them, quite 
clase together. They found only afew prune 
size bits of meteontic iron” 

The Empty Quarter is one of the last of 
earth's great unknown areas: It remains av 
blank spot on the map, an unclulating sea of

“SOC” Designed to Keep Watch an Seals 


Te watch the seals while we listened, Bill 
Schevill had sugested, and David Lavallee 
had designed—and the National Science 
Foundation had hac buili—one of the strane 
cet contrivances ever seen in Antarctica, the 
Sub-ice Observation Chamber, or “SOC” 
This tapered orunge-vellow cylinder, with 4 
[2-foot access tube and six windews, could 


hold two men, It would be secured by cables 


anchored to the anderside af the ice. 

We hoped to hear underwater seol sounds 
within a radius of five miles. We estimated 
there were 40 to 500 seals inthe area of Me- 
Murdo; one day we counted almost 300 
Whiskertd snuuts on the ice at one time. 

Here on the coust in the Antarctic spring, 
the coldest duy we experienced was only 22° 
below zero F.in the shade. The temperature 
sometimes would climb to about freesing 
Even tothe much colder interior, it is the sud- 
den and wild storms, especially winds, that 
make Antarctica <o forbidding. That, and the 
continent's complete isolation by the Antarc- 
lic ocrans—ihe most violent known. 

Weddells are remarkable animalsto be able 
to five on and under the ice of these cruel 
was. They feed underwater, vet must breathe 
anid wWhelp on the surface. Holes, kept open

During October and November—spring-

The immense wilderness separating these 
rivers is a hidden world ringed by once- 
dreaded tribes: Chavante, Tshikao, Tshu- 
kthamae, Caympo. 

Here too dwell many penceful tribes who 
cling to an-ancent wav of life One of them, 
the Waura, is particularly fascinating.to me 
as a scientist and student of Brazilian Indian 
culture * The Waura know the secret of mak- 
ing pottery. They still practice age-old cere- 
monials. | now had the rare opportunity to 
live among them 


Park Created to Save Ancient Tribes 


The jungle rises to meet us. We glide down 
through roiling heat currents to a patch of red 
earth ina forest clearing. Our plane bumps 
and rolls past mud-walled huts to a stop be- 
fore-a large wooden sign: 


POSTO LEQNARDO VILLAS HOAS 
PARQUE NACIONAL DO XINGU 


The bearded men who meet us ure Orlando 
and Claudio Villas Boas: With their late 
brother, for whom this jungle post is named, 
thes have spent many vears befriending, puc- 
ifving, and protecting Indians of the Xingu 
from the fatal onrush of civilization. They 
new contro! admission to the area 

When the German explorer Karl von den 
Steinen first entered this region in 1444, he 
found a populous paradise of 3,000 Incians 
they spoke a medley of tongues and lived in 
35 Villages. In. 1962 the World Health Organi- 
mation reported a population of only $00, 

In an effort to halt this devastation, the 
Brazilian Government created Xingu Nution- 
a) Park in 1961 and set rigid admission rules. 
Experienced jungle pilots of the Brazilian Air 
Force, navigating to landing strips—no more 
than scratches in the wilierness—keep open 
the lifelines. Without them, study of these 
tribes would be almost impossible. 

The plane must return to civilization, Soon 
after, clearance for my visit is granted, and 
[ set out with three Waura cuides in a bark 
canoe for the journey to their village. 

The yillave lies by alake at the end of along 
path from the Tamitatoala River. Five houses 


stand like giant hayvstacks around @ large 
square of beaten earth (pares 144-3). Hore 
live 85 Waura Indians, the last in the world 
lkiana, a chap about 22, steps forward. He 
has worked fora year at Campode Diauarum. 
an outpost of civilization 65 miles to the north 
He tan serve as my interpreter among the 
Arawakan-speaking Wawra. 

“Where shall I go with all my belongings?" 

“We will build a house for vou,” savs Mala- 
kivaua, the courteous and kindly chief of the 
village, “You must give everyone who helps 
build it & bush knife ancl an ax.” 

As the davs pass, about eight men work 
fontinually. The sides of the house are mace 
ot thin tree trunks. The roof is covered ¢ure- 
fully with sedge. 

“Your house is finished!” says Malakivaua, 
“NOW you tust pay.” He calle the youths and 
men together, They line up in long rows. 

“Here are eight knives and axes,” T sav. 

“No!” replies the chief seriously and firmly. 
“Everyone gets an ax anda knife,” 

There are 18 men and youths, Not all of 
them worked at the same time, but nearly all 
the village seems to have worked a little But 
1 gladly pay. for Malakivaua knows how to 
look after the welfare of his village.
